Firſt, That you know it and underſtand it, 
have inlight in ir, but uncomly behaviours de- 
clares the contrary, it a man profeſſing an art 
or calling fail or miſcarry in any part thereof, 
you'l ſay he is a Bungler, and are we not by 
che ſame rule Bungling Chriſtians ? 

Secondly, Or that you delire to know tt 
and be acquainted with it, but uncomly lives 
and attire argueth little delire, care or conſc1- 
er.ce of it. 

Thirdly, or Nextly, That we approve ot 
and like godline(ſs, but vain and light, and 
looſe behaviour and atire, argueth our affeQti- 
ons too cold unto godlineſs, tor what we like 
we follow and endeavour to attain. Or, 

Fourthly, Laſtly that we are bent and fixt 
In our hearts rowards godlineſs, all which is 
contradifted by a careleſs life, and we make 
our ſelves Lyers when we comport not our 
ſelves ſuitable to, and as becommeth our pro- 
telſ1on of godlineſs ; tor who will beleive ei- 
ther that we know it, defire ro know it; ap- 
prove of and like it, or have our hearts ſet and 
hxt towards it, when they ſee by our praiſe 
at it's lealt of our care ? Mgn will ſay cither

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this 1s not godlineſs which theſe people pro- 
fels, or elſe they profeſs it not truly ; either 
the way 1s not right, or the people are not

neſs (ſhould adorne and behave themſelves ſuit- 
> | 5ableto, and as becometh women profcſling 


godlineſs: a third reaſon may be taken from 
the great hurt, injury, and miſchief that the 
| contrary doth.--- and that firlt to others, ſe- 
condly to our ſelves. 

Firlt to others, You will not think Siſters, 
unleſs you ſet down and ſadly confider it, as 
ſomtimes I have done, (though nor enough, 
God knoweth) what a world of miſchiet com. 
eth to others with whom we have to do, by 
our uncomly lives and dreſs : as 

Firſt, to the poor ignorant and carnal Chri- 
ſtian, how we give them occalion to deride 
religion, and think themſelves in as good cale 
as we ? for though they ſee not into the deep 
points of Divinity, yer they know when peo- 
ple live holy lives, or vicious,. proud, fropiſh, 
ſcolding, covetous and opreſſing lives; hence 
they think and oft will ſay, if this be religion, 
God deliver us fromit ; and ſo go hardned on 
in a prejudice again|t religion. 

Secondly, To the young Chriſtian newly 
entred the School of Chrilt, and under the 
{troke of the ſpirit of God ; how do you re- 
tard his progreſs in godlinels ; either you dil-

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covrage him that he thinks he ſhall hardly ever

Dor- 
ccs, Aits 9.36. or the wite of Herods Steward, 
Luke $8. 3. but this is t0 general, we had necd 
come to particulars, or we ſhall be little the 
better, and it may be c!:cn neither our hearts 
are ſohard , but be it as jt will he, I fhall di(- 
charge my duty, and leave the ifſue to God.

27. 16. lt's as impoſſible as to hide the wind, 
they w ll ( at leaſt many ) be the more loud, 
2s the wind when pent vp, makes ſuch a rat- 
ling and clutter, that all the Neighbours ſhall 
hear it; tell you them of the honour of Reli- 
gion, they will have their wills, or the Town 
thall ring of it; but oh my Siſters, I beſeech 
You watch, have a care, learn, and ſeek meek- 
neſs, for wotul experience fheweth, that by 
reaſon of the contention and loud clamours of 
ſome, the way of truth is evil ſpoken of, the 
Adyerſary ſpeaketh reproachfully, 1 Tim.

but why co theſe only ? why, this is for ap- 
plauſe and credit : theſe two can recompence 
you again, the other not i111 the reſurreion, 
This is the right reaion if the truth were known. 
The Lord retorm us, and help us, for there are 
few ſuch, as 1 Tem. 5.10. that have lodged 
{trangers, relieved the atflied in their honſes 
waſhed the Saints feet, diligently tollowed eve- 
ry goad work, 

3. Thirdly look to their contributions, the 
poor widdows mite was more, Mark 12. 41, 
43- not only for quality, but many time ts 
now more for quantity. Certainly the Zeal 
of Gods houſe will not eate up this generati- 
on. Few are the Synagogues that we build, 
or the Miniſters that we maintain,if the large 
hearted, and princely ſpirit of ſome former ge- 
nerations, had lived 1n the dayes that we have 
lived in,and had had the fair opportunities, and

1. 4. they will ſay to me they are not Prin- 
ces, they have not Davids purſe; --- It's true, 
I confeſs it--- nor Davids heart neither, bur 
t00 many have the heart and purſe of Nabal, 
to hold feaſts live Kings, 1 Sam. 25. 36.10 
live in ſealed houſes, ſtretch themſelves on 
beds of Ivory, 1nd drink Wine in bowls ; 
bur grieve nuc tor he afflitions of Joſeph, 
Amos 6 4. 6. but withhold good from them 
ro whom u is due, Prov. 3. 27. and fo at the 
ſame time become both profuſe, and cove- 
tous. You will ay, you bave not power of 
your husbands cttates;, it's true, bur you 
have power to lead him a weary life if he de- 
ny you any thing you would have, to fatishe 
and pratifie your luſts, but you have no pow- 
er to {tirre him toa good work, nor to fave 
ſome of that which he alloweth you, for 
needleſs ſuperfluities, nor to put your hand
